The Principal introduced Dean Laing 
and explained to what great pains he 
had gone to in choosing the new Dean 
He had travelled to England and there 
discussed with a very eminent Dean o: 
a notable University, all the possible 
men for the position. They decided on a 
choice between one Englishman and Dr. 
Laing, and the latter was chosen. 

Sir Arthur then came back to Can- 
ada and proceeded to get in touch with 
Dr. Laing. 

A brief survey of Dean Laing's career 
n, ay no: he out of place Iv.tc. l ie w;i- 
born in Ontario and graduated froir 
Toronto University. fie then went out 
to British Columbia to teach for a while 
Coming East again he took a post grad- 
uate course at Johns Hopkins Univer- 
sity, and then went to Chicago Uni- 
versity as Professor of Classics, chief- 
ly Latin. 

After some negotiation Sir Arthur 
Curric .managed to persuade Dr. Laing 
to come to McGill as Dean of the Fac- 
ulty of Arts. It was thought that he 
would not be able to get away from that 
City because he had married a Chicago 
girl, but this difficulty was cvidcntually 
overcome. Sir Arthur spoke very eloqu-

Dr. Byers, in his interesting talk, 
outlined the causes and the treatment 
of tuberculosis. Spitting and cough- 
ng are the two great spreaders of 
his dread disease, and it will only be 
Uanipcd out when the public becomes 
educated and the government passes 
■ud enforces stringent measures pro- 
hibiting spitting and open coughing. 
Consumptives should have spécial 
cups and cheesecloth handkerchiefs, 
mil compelled to use them. No sani- 
tarium will keep paticiilts who disobey 
'.his ruling. 

Tuberculosis, as any other disease, 
attacks those people who are run 
down, tired, or not in proper physi- 
cal condition. 

There are two kinds of tubercu- 
losis, the active and the latent. The 
active must be treated in a strict man 
ner, and the latent must be given ; 
treatment just as strict. Frcsli air 
and sunlight are the principal factors 
in wiping out this awful plague.

cntly and greatly extolled the capabil 
itics of the new Dean. 

Dean Laing then spoke. "Had I been 
still longer in Chicago I would still hav 
come to McGill." He stressed the value 
of an Ants course, especially in the 
classics and pointed out that though the 
study of the classics might appear to the 
unsophisticated to be unprofitable, ye 
it afforded a splendid mental trainh 
in detail and accuracy as well as impart 
ing a certaiin culture. 

To lawyers the study of Latin , and 
Greek was especially valuable in giving 
them practice in discrimination an 
judgment. 

He approved of the study of Philo 
sophy for the advancement of |hc' cul- 
ture of the race and age, but said that 
wc could not understand Philosoph 
without a through knowledge of the 
classics. From 'the classics we get the 
original and from Philosophy wc g 
culture. Dean Laing spoke with force 
and fluency and, although he spoke for 
nearly three quarters of an hour, 
left the impression of having only given 
small morsels out of his vast accumula 
tion of knowledge. When he finished 
speaking he was greatly applauded. 

Dr. Hickson ithen rose to thank the 
Dean for his very admirable address. H 
said that he admired the calmness o 
thought which was engendered by a stu- 
dy of the classics and ended by hoping 
for a better and closer co-operation be- 
tween the departments of Classics and 
Philosophy. 

L. Sphcrbcr, cx-prcsident of the So- 
ciety, then expressed his 'thanks to Dean 
Laing and regretted that his speech had 
been, as he said, so brief. 

The President himself then thanked 
the Dean and called upon anyone else in 
the audience to expressed himself. 

Professor Caldwell of the Philoso- 
phical department praised Dean Laing's 
speech and pointed out Uirc there was 
no such thing as useless knowledge. All 
knowledge was useful. He said that 
at the present time there was a great 
deal of specialization in the various 
branches of learning and that Philoso- 
phy was needed as the gréait centralizing 
factor to bind them ail together and to 
give the student a comprehensive or 
"birds eye" view of the whole realm of 
knowledge. 

Dr. King, of the Physics department 
then rose to express his thanks to Dean 
Laing on behalf of the department. He 
thought that there should be a more gen- 
eral study of that brandi of natural 
philosophy called Physics. 

The President announced thai; the 
next meeting- of the Society >vould be 
held in two weeks time and that the 
subject to be discussed would be Pol- 
itical Philosophy in a paper on "Demo- 
craw in the United StaCcs and in Can- 
ada." 

The meeting was then adjourned

"In the time of Moses houses 
of this nature." said the speaker, 
"were torn down and carried out of 
the city, and this should be done 
these tcncmenlts and playgrounds 
bur.lt in their place." 

"How many people take the trou 
hie to find out where their milk sup 
>nly comes from?" There arc many 
clean; respectable dairies, but . there 
arc also many that should be put on 
of business. Milk is a spreader of 
tuberculosis, and should be carefully 
bought from a reliable dairy. 

Home treatment has been very sue 
cessfully used. ,Mapy cas.es hayc been 
apparently cured by this' method. Fig 
■ires show that more cases have been 
cured by proper .home treatment than 
in many sanitariums. Absolute rest 
is necessary, and walking is only to 
be engaged in under medical super- 
vision. Patients in bed rest thci 
minds with needlework, and other 
simple tasks; those that arc able to 
«it in chairs do higher grade work, 
such as embroidery, carpet making, 
and other tasks rest the minds 
those able to walk. 

Raw eggs •should not be given, but 
egg noggs may be taken. The paticn 
must keep 'himself clean within an 
clean without, with plenty of fres' 
air, but no draughts. The dangers o 
infection must be explained, to the 
family, and care taken in burning all 
handkerchiefs and cups used for ex- 
pectoration. ■ • 

On /the market at the present tim 
■there arc many cures advertised fo 
consumption. ".Any .specific cure for 
consumption is worthless," declared 
Dr. Bycrs," and these men arc liars 
and criminals." Rest, open air, pure 
food and sleep (a regular life) arc the 
only cure for consumption. r 

Before enforced legislation can be 
nasscd, the public must be educated 
Tt is the social service workers who 
receive this education and who slart 
an endless chain of knowledge among 
the ignorant. 

' The government takes the position 
that they arc the trustees of publi 
funds, and can not spend them unt 
a majority of the public demand it 
They arc willing to spend this money, 
the public shows that they want it 
spent. Propaganda will accomplish 
this. 

"Women 'have saved the human 
race," continued the lecturer, and now 
that they have the vote they ca^n com- 
pel the legislature to enforce preven- 
tive measures and supply sanitariums; 
they have always taken care of dis- 
ease, and they will continue." At 
present there are 300 beds in the pro- 
vince, and the need is for 3,000. 

By the courtesy of the Red Cross a 
number of lantern slides' were shown. 
The majojrity of them showed chil- 
dren in the open air schools, ajvd sani- 
tariums. These children have latent 
tuberculosis, and their health is built 
up so they can raise resistance to com- 
bat the disease. It is the children 
that the world is looking to, and if 
tuberculosis is to be stamped out it 
must he stamped out among" the chil- 
dren. Home devices were shown 
which any tenement 'house could make 
at practically no cost. The fly, the 
publie drinking cup, and the feather 
duster and broom arc carriers of tu- 
berculosis germs. 

Dr. Reid proposed a vole of thanks 
to the speaker for his practical ad- 
dress, and valuable ..contribuions to 
ths so-Jal workers.

Wc arc familiar with the fact that the 
college— not our college specifically, but 
the college as an institution— is under 
fire.

All cultural value is lost by forcing 
students to study them. "Those who read 
Greek or Latin for love," says a con 
temporary spychologist, "have not usual- 
ly come out of universities." Lang 
uages have their value, though jl rests 
on other than economic factors, and 
requirements that make them object's ci- 
their of hatred or of mere toleration do 
not enhance that value.

number of others were so successful 
She is well supported — especially 
so in the Oriental scene by Robert 
Bentley and Lawrence Williams. One 
cannot help feeling disappointment in 
the Cabin scene of "The Northwest." 
Miss Taliaferro is not herself in this. 
Her support for the' most part is 
poor. Something is lacking in it, un- 
fortunately, and it is with regret that 
we must sec a poor painting of one of 
Canada's Northwest Mounted Police, 
and a poorer sketch of one of a simi- 
lar body in the United States. Their 
moral code in the scene is shot to 
pieces. 

The man in the Moon, William Ma- 
caulay, is very good. Kate Elinore 
and Sam Williams play their newest 
version of "Wanted a Cook" — a very 
breezy little number with brilliant 
patter by a clever pattcrcr. Miss Eli- 
nore. For the joke seeker she is worth 
meeting from many points of., view. 
She is old, she says, but she has got 
young ideas. Mr. Williams supports 
her well, and sings Eddie Leonard's 
favourite song in Eddie Leonard's fa- 
vorite way. 

The famous .phono singers, Irving 
and Jack Kaufman, are great enter 
tainors. One can easily understand, 
after having heard them, why their 
popularity on the records exists 
"Chérie," and "My Old Kentucky 
Home," have never been sung with 
more life, more feeling in "our city." 

The Morak Sisters present a varie- 
ty acrobatic bill, which is well exc 
cuted. The tight-rope performance is 
well worthy of praise. 

Wallace Galvin's card tricks are 
clever. His act would be perfect if 
he .would cut down the egg show. It 
is rather hard to watch. The ring 
puzzle of his is a source of amuse 
ment, and in a small degree redeems 
lis loss of the eggs. The little boy 
with him, or, I should say, called from 
the audience, is a good kid.

ENCLOSED ICE RINK DONAT- 
ED TO PRINCETON. 



Ithaca, N. Y.,— As the. result of a 
recent anonymous gift to the Univer- 
sity, Princeton is now able to erect an 
artificial ice rink, which will fulfill a 
need long felt in the college. Plans 
for the erection of the rink have been 
discussed fur several months, and Have 
finally been carried through to comple- 
tion. The money was secured through 
the efforts of IL G. Trcadwcll '09. 

The United Fireproof Company, 
which is erecting the new building, has 
already started excavating, and the 
work will be rushed in order that the 
rink may be ready for use by February. 
The present plans call for an ice sur- 
face 200 feet long and 85 feet wide 
with, stands around the sides, hav'.n!; a 
seating capacity of 2,000. 

The location of the new building is 
on the south side of Brokaw. Field next 
to the the middle yafd of the railroad. 
At the present time there arc four ten- 
nis courts at this end of the field, but 
it is believed that it will be necessary 
to destroy only two of these. The build- 
ing will be constructed of stone taken 
from the local quarries, and it will fol- 
low the same Greek architecture that 
has been used in the University in re- 
cent years. Cutting oft" from view as it 
docs the lower yard and coal dumpj, it 
will make a fitting boundary to the 
southern end of the campus. 

The total length of the structure is 
236 feet ,and its width is 126 feet. The 
greater part will be only one story in 
height but the eastern cud tviii have 
three floors. On this side of the build- 
ing there will be showers and locker 
rooms and other facilities for the teems 
and other skaters. The engine room 
on which work is being rushej, will be 
placed in the basement at this end! 

The contractors expect to lay the 
foundations of the rink by December 
and will then start putting the ammonia 
pipes in place. The ice can be frozen and 
the rink used, as soon as this work and 
the construction of the engine room are 
finished, even though the rest ot the 
building is not completed. In fact it 
is not probable that the structure will 
be finished until spring. The hockey 
team will of -course do ail its practis- 
ing at the new rink and all games will 
be played here. 

Undergraduates tidtt on the hockey 
squad will be allowed to skate at the 
rink after payment of a nominal lee, 
which will merely pay for the mainte- 
nance of the rink. Next season when 
the building has been completed season 
tickets will probably Tie sold which will 
include skating, and locker privilege?.
